Redemption is only a step toward 
retirement.

DYNAMITE WRECKS 
‘MEXIC AN VILLAGE. 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

T. LOUIS, Feb. 7.—A special to the Globe- 
Democrat from Chihuahua, Mex., says word 

has just reached there of one of the most terrible 
mining disasters that ever occurred in Mexico. 
An explosion in the San Andres mine, situated in 
a remote locality of the Sierra Madres, in the 
western part of the State of Durango, caused the 
death of 87 men, women and children, and injured 


The catastrophe was due to the explosion 
several hundred cases of dynamite which were 
stored in an underground chamber of the mine. 
Electric wires, connecting with the hoisting ma- 
chinery, passed through the room in which this 
dynamite was stored, and it is supposed that 
these wires became crossed, thereby causing a 
fire which set off the dynamite. 

All of the killed and injured were located on 
the surface, most of them occupying residences 
immediately over the underground workings of 
the mine. The explosion tore away the whole 
top of the mountain on which the village of 
miners was located, and men, women and chil- 
dren were blown into small pieces. Among those 
who were killed was Herman Luetzman, the 
superintendent of the mine, and all the members 


At the time of the explosion there were sev- 
eral hundred miners at work in the lower work- 
ings of the mine and, strange to say, none of 
them was seriously injured; although they 
were all seriously shocked by the force of the 
explosion. They rushed to the surface through 
one of the shafts that was not filled with debris, 
and the sight that met their eyes in the almost 
complete destruction of the village is in- ? 


The work of gathering up the fragments of 
the unfortunate victims of the explosion scat- 
tered over the mountain was begun and they 
were placed together and buried in one grave. 
But few of the mangled remains were recogniz- 
able. Summonses were sent to neighboring 
camps for surgeons to attend the injured, and it 
was some time before this aid arrived.

By the same logic, it can be argued 
that we should not establish the cus- 
tom of redeeming the silver dollars in 
gold.” Bryan concludes as follows: 

“The measure recommended by the 
committee gives to ‘he financiers ab- 
solute control over the national debt. 
They can increase it any time by pre- 
senting silver dollars for redemption 
and compelling an tesue of bonds to re- 
plenish the gold reserve. They can, in 
the same way, contract the volume of 
money in circulation, since money 
drawn into the treasury by an issue of 
bonds cannot go out again unless it is 
used to meet current expenses (and 
that is only ble when the expend- 
itures ex the receipts,) or loaned 
out to government ban 

“Second, the conversion of standard 
silver dollars into subsidiary coin is 
equivalent to the retirement of silver 
as standard money, and this is the last 
act in the programme instituted some 
twenty-seven years ago and persist- 
ently pursued ever since. If this is 
completed, gold will be the only legal- 
tender money and bank paper the only 
credit money. Bank notes not being a 
general legal tender, and gold not being 
in cireulation among the people, the 
masses will be doing business with 
money which will not legally discharge 
their debts. 

“To convert a standard money into 
a credit money ie to narrow the 
foundations of our financial system 
and at the same time enlarge the su- 
perstructure. Such a course weakens 
the system and both hastens the catas- 
trophe and intensifies it when it comes. 

“It is estimated that 95 per cent. of 
the business of the country is done 
with substitutes for money, but as all 
the substitutes are convertible into 
money on demand, there must be a 
proportion between the substitute and 
the money beyond which it is not safe 
to go If, at present, a large part of 
the money in circulation is not a legal 
tender, the proportion between the vol- 
ume of legal-tender money and sub- 
stitutes for money is even greater. 

“The proposed measure by decreas- 
ing the money of ultimate redemption 
and increasing the volume of promises- 
to-pay money still further enlarges the 
proportion between money and its sub- 
stitutes: this necessarily adds to the 
risk of the business man and lessens 
the security of the general public. 

“Tf at any time foreign complica- 
tions or panics :ompel a considerable 
exportation of gold, the proportion be- 
tween money and its substitutes will 
be still further increased, or immense 
reduction will be necessary tn the vol- 


ume of business.” ‘

OIL-TEST BILL DROPPED. 

Those who have been opposing the 
bill providing for the testing of pe- 
troleum used for illuminating purposes 
and forbidding the sale of kerosene 
which did not stand a flash test of 120 
deg. seem to have won their fight. Sen- 
ator Currier, the author of the bill, re- 
turned today from Los Angeles, and 
while there he consulted a number of 
prominent oil producers to ascertain 
what their objections to the bill were. 
They succeeded in convincing him that 
the test proposed was too severe, and 
would have the -effect of shutting out 
oil sold by California refiners. He has 
therefore practically abandoned the ef- 
fort to secure the adoption of the bill, 
and today asked that it be dropped to 
ithe foot of the file. There is a similar 
bill in the Assembly, but whatever the 
fate of the Currier bill is in the Senate 
will be the fate of the mbly 
measure, 

PRISON AFFAIRS MUDDLED. 

The legality of the acts of the Board 
of Prison Directors during the past 
year has been questioned, and an in- 
vestigation is now being made which 
may result in a bad muddle in prison 
affairs generally. The inquiry into the 
matter is being conducted quietly, and 
it has not as yet been called to the 
attention of the Legislature, The sup- 
posed illegality of the acts of the 
board, or at Jeast some of them, is 
based upon a doubt as to whether D. 
E. Hayes is now a legal member of 
the board, or has been for more than 
a year. Hig term as a member of the 
board expired January, 1900. 

The Constitution provides that mem- 
bers of the board shall hold office for 
ten years, but it makes no provision 
for their retaining their places until! 
their guccessors shall have been ap- 
pointed and qualified. Lieut.-Gov. Neff, 
once a prison director himself, 
quested from the Attorney-Genera! an 
opinion as to whether Hayes’s acts 
since January, 1900, were legal, and 
the Attorney-General is said to have 
replied that they were not. The opinion 
has not been made public ag yet. The 
Legisiature may be asked to pass a 
bill legalizing the acts of the board, 
as the legality of a number of con- 
tracts might be questioned. 

INVESTIGATION PROBABLE. 

It is almost certain that there wil! 
be a thorough investigation by the 
Senate committee of the State prisons 
at San Quentin and at Folsom. The 
Prison Committee has not made its re- 
port upon what it found at these insti- 
tutions when it visited them, but it 
is known that the committee is far 
from being saisfied with the manner 
in which the business of both places 
is transacted. Senator Delshaw wants 
a searching investigation, not that he 
expects to find corruption in high 
places, but more in order that a more 
thorough system of keeping accounts 
may be introduced and the prisons pro- 
tected from the effects suth as have 
 <oggmameg been discovered at San Quen- 


TO ABOLISH GRAND JURIES. 
Senator Caldwell today introduced a 
proposed constitutional amendment to 
abolish grand . Be says that 
such bodies in most counties are 
sources of needless expense, and that 
they seldom accomplish anything.

XV-—THE MOST VENERABLE OF 


THE CONTINENTS. 
(Part IL.) 


UPPOSE a line be drawn eastward 

from Cape Baba on the Egean Sea 

to Canton. Suppose another line 
be drawn southward from the frozen 
shores of the Kara Sea to the southern 
tip of India. These two lines at nearly 
right angles to each other will traverse 
Asia in its length and breadth. Near 
their intersection they cross a region 
of distinctive physical character. called 


the fortieth parallel. It is about 220 
miles in length from east to west, and 
slightly broader from north to south. 
It includes an area of over 50,000 
square miles. The whole extent forms 
a plateau, its surface nowhere less 
than 11,000 feet in height, and serves 
as the pedestal, or base, for a be- 
wildering mass of mountains, whose 
summits rise more than 25,000 feet 
above the level of the sea. Here is 
the rocky, almost inaccessible heart of 
Asia. Here ts afforded the fittest 
point, the focal center, from which to 
trace the alwayse-involved, often dis- 
connected, Asiatic system. The orien- 
tal calle this region “the roof of the 
world.” What Olympus was to the 
Greek, that the Pamirs are to the 
Asiatic. Only Olympus was in com- 
parison a lonely mountain, whose 
cloud-wrapped summit did not attain 
the altitude of the base on which the 
Pamir Mountains rest. Furthermore, 
Olympus was but one—grand but 
alone—while the Pamirs are an over- 
whelming host of the mightiest piles 
on earth. 

From this focal center chains extend 
toward the four points of the compass 
though those toward the east and 
west are predominant. The main east- 
ern chain speedily separates into two 
enormous arms. The lower arm is 
the Himalayas. It continues in a 
colossal curve a thousand four hundred 
miles in length. Some of its peaks 
glittering with eternal snow, tower 
farther into the heavens than an) 
other summits on the globe. Gaorin- 
sakar, or Everest, with an altitude of 
29,005 feet, is the monarch of moun- 
tains, about twice as high as Mt. 
Blanc, thé king of Europe; about five 
times as high as Mt. Washington, the 
glory of New Hampshire. In _ the 
springs of the Himalayas, the Ganges, 
Indus, Bramapootra and Yangtse-Kiang 
rivers take their rise. The upper east-

ards are immense. Tibet occupies a 
minor place upon the map. Yet it com- 
prises an area twice as great as that 
of the thirteen States which formed the 
American Union. The Indian penin- 
sula, of whic hthe Himalayas determine 
the extent while they form its northern 
boundary, includes «= territory three 
times as great as that of Tibet. 

The main western chain, which ra- 
diates from the focal center of the 
Pamirs under the name of the Filboors 
Mountains, serves as the northern 
backbone of the tableland of Persia, 
and-becomes the southern barrier of 
the Caspian Sea. It loses its distinc- 
tive features in the general confusion 
marks the Armenian plateau. 
Then afterward its emerges as the 
Taurus and Anti-Taurus chains, which, 
rudely parallel, determine the physical 
features of Asia Minor. From the Ar- 
menian plateau descends the Tigris and 
Euphrates to blend their-waters along 
their lower courses and shortly after

Southward from the Pamirs are 
out the fortress masses of the 
Hindoo Koosh. A portion of this chain 
creates the fastnesses of Afghanistan. 
Another portion under various names 
and’ with gradually lessening height 


keeps on till its farther spurs touch the 
Arabian Sea. It forms the western 
wall of India. 


the Tienshan and Celestial mountains. 
They rise like a rampart against the 
desert steppes of Turkestan and inclose 
as a protecting wall the tableland of 
Central Asia. Still farther north, ap- 
parently detached from the general 
system and yet connected with it by 
lower elevations which in any other 
continent would be reckoned moun- 
tains, we find the vast Altai group. 
Thies may be considered the w 
between Central and Northern Asia. 
Yet. none of the mighty rivers which 
they feed flows toward the south. In- 
stead these rivers traverse Siberia and 
reach the Arctic Ocean as the Obi, 
the Yenisei and the Lena. 

Nor must the Caucasian Mountains, 
which stretch from the Black Sea to 
the Caspian, be omitted. They have 
their roots in both Asia and Europe 
and may be regarded as the north- 
western succession of the Elboors. 

The plains, spread out along the 
banks of the majestic streams, are in 
keeping with the magnitude of the 
parent mountains and with the enor- 
| mous volume sent down by them to 
i the sea. The lowlands through which 


om | the Siberian rivers plow they way are 


All of those great 
floods discharge their waters beyond 
the arctic circle. Those regions are 
ot tempting to population now.

wide alluvial plains, in other and fa- 
vored parts of the continent are more 
inviting. Reaching back as far as 
history and tradition can peer we dis- 
discover three such regions teeming 
with population. Nor are the remote 
men and women whom we find dweil- 
ing there when first revealed to us, 
sunk in savagery and barbarism. 

the veil is drawn away from that first 
scene in the annals of the race we be- 
hold human beings enjoying the bene- 
fits of an established civilisation. 

Whence the first man came is an 
enigma which science, despite her mul- 
titude of marvelous triumphs, cannot 
solve. Upon the human stage the cur- 
tain does not lift until the descend- 
ants of far-off brutish ancestors have 
risen to the high estate of civilized 
men. But their progenitors, the men 
of the ancient ages, the first born of 
the world, must have lo remained 
miserable and savage, unable to grasp 
the rudiments of social life. 

It is a belief, widely cherished in the 
east, that the first spot on which the 
first man looked forth was a valley in 
the Pamirs. There the early tribes 
stayed dully among sublime scenes un- 
conscious as the animals of any nobler 
possibilities and caring only to appease 
physical wants. At last they wandered 
through the passes on the east and 
south, and, still) wandering, stumbled 
upon the plains where generous nature 
afforded easily acquired and abundant 
food. This oriental theory is regarded 
with approval by many scholars. Bib- 
lical exegetes claim to discover a cu- 
rious similarity between many local 
names in the Pamirs and others men- 
tioned In the book of Genesis. If true 
the theory is impossible of proof. And 
yet that exalted plateau may be not 


only the focal center from which the 


mountains of a continent unroll in 
their immensity, but the scene where 
the fathers of mankind first opened 
eyes on the light of , and whence, 
with uncertain steps, n the 
conquest of the globe. » 

The three centers of primitive civi- 
ization, each of which it required un- 
numbered centuries to develop, are 
Chaldea, India and China. The physi- 
cal configuration of Asia had made 
them ready for the coming of man, had 
adapted them to the first arenas of his 
struggles, and had foreordained their 
future. Around them each the moun- 
tains extended their protecting arms. 
The Himalayas and the Hindoo Koosh 
shut in the Indian Valley of the 


has for ite ramparts the formidable 
ranges which are sent out from the 
central mountain: masses of Asia. 


We cannot know which of the peo 
ples and of the civilizations, gradually 
blossoming in these cradles of fruits 
and flowers, was the oldest. The rec- 
ords of each are measured by thou- 
sands, and lay claim to scores of thou- 
sands of years. Yet the records can- 
not go back to the days when human 
beings first stood upon the virgin soil 
that was waiting to receive them. In 
each locality the newcomers must have 
commenced under similar conditions. 
Their progress in the social scale must 
have been gradual, siow and almost 
unconscious to themselves. The rude 
search to eke out a merely animal ex- 
istence had hitherto taxed all the 
forees of body and mind. Nothing had 
before been possible except to exist 
wretchedly. Now from the river they 
were assured unfailing supply of water 
and fish. Spontaneously or tn return 
for little labor the fertile earth yielded 
an abundance of fruit and grain. Set- 
tled on a fixed habitation men's ideas 
were no longer limited to satisfaction 
of immediate wants. Wealth began to 
accumulate. With its increase the 
necessity was revéaled of some degree 
of government with a measure of pro- 
tection and order. The weak huddled 
for safety around the stronger. What- 
ever conception of right existed was 
submitted to the verdict of might. 


Despotic authority grew parallel with 
the growth of population. Hence, as 
primitive Chaldea, India and China un- 
fold before our gaze, we behold every- 
where despotism. This was inevitable. 
Only an advanced degree of intelli- 
gence and civilization can conceive of 
republics and governments _— peo- 
ple. Asia presents even to present 
day no example of either. 

Though adjacent to each other, China 
and India were kept apart by the im- 

trable barriers of the Himalayas. 
War was no more impossible through 
them than was influence. Each in its 
own way attained the fullest develo 
ment of the Bast. Despotiem unmiti- 
gated over both. But north 
of the Himalayas this despotism was 
united with the authority of the 
scholar, while south of the Himalayas 
it was united with the autherity of the 
priest. So it is still The annals of 
each are permeated by this fact. The 
ancient books of India tell us only of 
their religion and thei. The tra- 
ditions of China are fil with the suf- 
ferings that country endured at the 
bands of western Asiatic hordes. 

Reports of wealth accumulated in the 
Chinese and Indian valleys reached the 
ears of the barbarians of the steppes. 
Affiuence had not produced capability 
of military resistance. On the north- 
west China was less defended by na- 
ture from attack. The great wall, built 
in the third century before Christ, was 
a confession to the rapacious nomads of 
the weakness which it was designed to 
protect. 

Let us now pass to the other m- 
itive region, the kingdom of Cbaldea, 
It lay along the lower Euphrates at the 
head of the Persian gulf. Its priests 
ascribe it an antiquity of 400,000 years. 
It probably never extended to occupy 
all the area included between the nat- 
ural limite of the nearest mountain 
ranges. Its boundaries are indefinite. 
Later comers erected Babylon on the 
Euphrates, and Assyrian Nineveh on 
the Tigris. Such trible dominion was 
certain not to continue fore where 
boundaries were so hard to fix. After 
many vicissitudes of war and conquest 
Nineveh was utterly destroyed. An 
empire became supreme, with Babylon 
as its capital. sales

Instead of printing the report of. the 
commission, an undertaking that would 
have brought much wealth to the 
printers’ craft in Phoenix, eighty copies 
of the old Code have been secured and 
ripped apart, to be pasted by the clerks 
on separate leavés of white paper, to 
be ready for amendment or posei 
elimination. This system ves each 
member a copy of the pasted work and 
leaves four over for good measure. The 
acts interpolated by the Code Com- 
mission will be printed regularly. This 
new scheme has‘ given the small army 
of clerks a heavy job—an end it was 
probably designed to accomplish. 

About the most notable thing the 
Legislature did last week was to place 
itself on record in faver of keeping the 
forest reserves open. The last two 
Legislatures have done the same, but 
it was deemed impossible this year, 
owing to the strong taken in 
Phoenix in favor of the closing of the 
reserves and the absolute inhibition of 
grazing thereon. Yet, somehow, despite 
appeals for delay from the members 
from Maricopa county, there passed in 
a single day a memorial that besought 
the Secretary of the Interior to recon- 
sider his advertised intention to issue 
lieu land scrip to the Santa F6 Pacific 
Railroad Company, to Dr. Perrin 
to the Saginaw and Manistee Lumber 
Company for the odd-numbered se-- 
tions by them held in the San Fran- 
cisco Mountain forest reserve of North- 
ern Arizona. This action was tele- 
graphed to Washington, in time to be 
presented at a conférence called be- 
fore the Secretary of the Interior to 
consider this very question. To this 
hearing the citizens of Coconino county 
have sent county supervisors and 
heavy property owners. There also 
were three representative citizens of 
the Salt River Valley. It is probable 
that somewhere in the vicinity, sup- 
porting the scheme of closure, were to 
be found attorneys of the corporations 
mainly to be benefited. 

The Coconino-county have 
been very much exercised over the or- 
der for the consolidation of the re- 
serve, which embraces within it both 
Flagstaff and Williams. They have

Last Night—American Realism and 
Romantitism—Stevenson's Genius. 


In response to a request, Prof. Bur- 
ton altered the theme of his last night's 
lecture somewhat, giving especial at- 
tention to Robert Louis Stevenson, an: 
leading, through his expression of the 
art of Stevenson to what he had t- 
say on romanticism in Europe and 
the United States. To Scott he traced 
the beginning of English romanticism, 
to Stevenson the return to this ro- 
manticism in a higher form after the 
swing of the pendulum in the other 
direction. 

But although Stevenson was classed 
as, at the outset of his career, and in 
hia general tendency romantic, Prof. 
Burton paid eloquent tribute to the 
realism of his psychologic analyeis 
He was, moreover, said the speaker, a 
poet, a writer of verse that is in places 
as lovely as that of Wordsworth, and 
as deep as that of Browning. He wae 
aleo an essayist to be ranked with the 
few who stand first in this field. The 
essay, above all other forms of litera- 
ture, demands style, distinction of man- 
ner, and nowhere does Stevenson's in. 
herent superiority to the host of 
smaller writers of his time show more 
clearity than in his essays. He was 
the patrician of letters, the delicate, 
ynobtrusive aristocrat. 

The newer.romanticism Prof. Burton 
defined ae the freer expression of indi- 
viduality, and quoted from Stevenson's 
“Lantern Bearers,’ his fine denuncia- 
tion of the cruder. realism. “And 
this.” said the speaker, 
Stevenson is so dear to us today—be- 
cause he stands for the beautiful. He 
is but six years dead, and is already 
a serene classic. That fact speaks, 
I think, In eloquent testimony to his

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


New System Developed by the 
Weather Bureay—What Chief Moore 


Says of the Invention. 

‘BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

NEW YORK, Feb. 8—A special to 
the World from Washington says «a 
new system of wireless telegraphy has 
been developed by the Weather Bu- 
reau. 

“It is a success,” sald Willis 8. 
Moore, chief of the bureau. “We have 
been expPerimenting for a year at 
Cobb's Island, in the Potomac River, 
seventy miles below Washington. 

“We have completed an apparatus 
that we expect will enable us to signal 
ships 500 miles or more out at sea. We 
shall soon send out ships equipped with 
receiving instruments. We have just 
completed a station at eg N. C., 
and will soon have stations at tteras 
and Cape Henry. 

“We have succeeded in telegraphing 
perfectly with our wireless system for 
sixty miles over a rough country 
around Washington. That, I believe, 
is fully equal to the best transmission 
that has ever been accomplished by the 
Marcon! method. Our system is quite 
distinct from his, and is being devel-

“We succeeded in sending messages 
from some distance from a staff only 
thee feet high. We established regu-

The success or failure of such subur- 
ban residence sections depends larguy 
upon the transpertation § facilities. 
Provided the time of transit, the fre- 
quency of cars and the rates of fare 
are the same, it makes little difference 
to a city resident whether he lives at 
a distance of five or ten from 
his place of business. 

While Los Angeles one of 
the most complete and up-to-date sys- 
tems of street railway that is found 
in any other city of equal size, thc. 
suburban or out-of-town lines are as 
yet in embryo. This is not surprising 
when we consider the comparatively 
small population that such lines must 
at present depend upon for their in- 
come. This fact is sometimes lost sight 
of by Los Angeles residents, although 
it Is fully realized by most of those 
who visit us from the East. It is a 
common remark for strangers to make 
that we have the best and cheapest 
railroad service of any city in the 
United States, and that they do not 
see how this can bo, owing to the com- 
paratively tow rank of Los Angeles 
among the great cities of the country. 

On the other hand, there arc some 
Los Angeles people who claim that 
the street car fares in and around Ls 
Angeles are too high and facilities too 
small, as an instance of which a peti- 
tion was recently presented to tho 
Council from some residents of East 

Angeles, demanding that the Pas- 
adena and Santa Monica lines should 
be forced to issue transfers to the Los 
Angeles street-railway system. 

Now, while we all desire to obtain 
as much as possible in the way of rail- 
road accommodation, and at as low 
a rate as possible, from the street-car 
companies, it is evident that the con- 
struction of suburban lines will depen4 
largely upon the prospective profits 
which those lines may expect to earn, 
and that if we push them too far in 
the line of concessions, new suburban 
lines will be slow in materializing. In 
order to obtain data on this subject 
an interview was obtained with E. P. 
Clark, president of the Los Angeles 


a walking encycloredia in regard to 
street-railway matters. Among other 
interesting facts obtained from him 
were that Los Angeles has, in propor- 
tion to population, more jines of street 
cars and gives a more frequent service 
than any other city in the United 
States. It is also claimed that the Los 
Angeles companies carry a passenger 
farther for a nickel than is required 
in almost any other city in the coun- 


try. 

In considering the relative cost of 
transportation, the question of popula- 
tion must always be taken into consid- 
eration. People sometimes refer to the 
fact that you may ride a distance of 
fourteen miles for a nickel in New 
York, but they forget how many peo- 
a will get on and off during that 

Our population ts about 103,000. With 
Pasedena, Redondo, San Pedro, 
Beach and fanta Monica comprising 
our neipal near-by towns, that 
would add say 25,000 population more 
In a radius of twenty-five miles. The 
rates of fare charged between these 
places average not more than 1 cent 
per mile, while within the city limits 
a 5-cent fare will take a passenger 
in almost any direction, a distance of 
ten miles. 

As a basis of comparison with an 
Eastern section in which the suburban 
electric road has been greatly devel- 
oped, Mr. Clark refer 4o the city 
of Boston and its nearby suburbs. Bos- 
ton is a city of nearly 600,000. Within 
a radives of twenty-five miles there 
are 110 towns ranging from 2500 to 109,- 
000 population, or a total population 
of more than two and a half million 
people. One line runs from Boston to 
Brockton, 22 miles, passing through 
nine towns having an aggregate pop- 
ulation of over 200,000. The total of 
fares is 50 cents for the trip one way, 
a through-trip fare is 14 for 23 
cents. The time occupied is 2 hours and 
26 minutes, with a car every half hour. 
Another line runs to Mariboro, a dis- 
tance of 34 miles from Boston, pass- 
ing through 15 towns, with an agegre- 
gate population of nearly 200,000. The 
fares amount to 70 cents, with a 
through ticket sold for # cents. The 
time consumed in making the trip is 
3 hours and 43 minutes, with one car 
each 30 minutes. Another line runs 
from Boston to Gloucester, passing 
through Chelset, Revere, Lyons, Salem, 
Essex and six other towns, with a; 
combined population of nearly 250,000. 
The rate of fare for a through ticket 
is 60 cents, and the collection fare is 
65 cents, while the time for the trip 
is 3 hours and 328 minutes, a car run- 
ning every half hovr. Still another 
line runs to Lowell, a city of 100,000 peo- 
ple. 35 miles from Boston, passing 
through Everett, 20.000; Malden, 36,090, 
and eight other towns, with a total 
aggregate population of nearly 300,000 
people. The fare collected amounts to 
50 cents for the trip, and the time 
taken for the trip is 3 hours and 23 
minutes, with a car runnnig every 15 
minutes. 

These rides will serve the purpose 
of comparison with our own lines run- 
ning between Los Angeles and Pass- 
dena, a city of 10,000 people, fare 10 
rides for a dollar. distance from 
Fourth and Spring streets, 11% miles, 
with transfer in Pasadena, and time 
for trip 4 minutes, or between Los 
Angeles and Santa Monica, a city of 
4000 people. distance 20 miles, with 10 
rides for $2, and time for the trip 50 
minutes. 

In regard to the request that trans- 
fers should be granted from the Pas- 
adena and Santa Monica lines to the 
Los Angeles system, which request 
appears to be based upon the theory 
that the three companies are ac- 
tically in one ownership, Mr. ark 
showed that when the electric line to 
Pasadena was firet proposed there were 
two steam railroads running there, and 
‘he fare was cents each way, or 
36 cents for the round, trip, with a 
cent street«<ar fare at each end, 
and no tranefers and with trains once 
in two hours each way. Since the elec- 
tric line has been in operstion the 
ehy limits have been extended twice 
towards Pasadena, thus forcing the 
company to haul peonle for & cents 
through the town of Garvansa. When 
the rates of fare were agreed upon 
with the county for a franchise be- 
tween the old city limits and South 
Pasadena, the company had the right 
to charge at the rate of 2% cents per 
mile for the whole distance of the 
franchise, or pot less than 5 cents for 
any distance. Now, however, the com- 
pany has by the extension of the city 
limits, been deprived of all compensa- 
tion under that franchise. When the 
franchises in Pasadena were granted 
it was specially .provided that the 
comreany should deliver their pas- 
sengers as far south on Spring street 
as Fourth street, and give no trans- 
fers—the ra@te of fare of 15 cents each 
way, or 30 certs a round trip, enabling 
Pasadena residents to reach the busi- 
ness center and not have an extra 
sireet car fare to pay, as was neces- 
sary before. 

Mr. Clark added that when he and

THE VROOMAN ACT. " 

A bill bas been introduced in the 
Assembly by Savage of San Pedro, ana 
a similar bill in the Senate by Sena- 
tor Smith of Los Angeles, to amend 
the Vrooman aAct, to the injustice 
frequently worked by which law upon 
property owners, frequent attention 
has been called in these columns. 
Moreover, the act iteelf is now nd- 
ing a decision of the United tates 
Supreme Court, as to its constitution- 
ality. The title of the act introduced 
by Mr. Savage, a copy of which has 
been sent to The Times, is “An act 
to amend an act entitied ‘An act to 
provide for work upon streets, lanes, 
alleys, courts, places and sidewalks, 
and for the construction of sewers 
within municipalities,’ approved March 
18, 1885, by adding thereto a new sec- 
tion. to be known as section 3%, re- 
lating to the levying and equalizing, 
end modifying, and reapportionment, 
and reassessment of assessments un- 
appeals 

Mm reassessment and assessments 
thereunder, and remonstrances againm 
such assetsments and reassessments, 
and against the improvements under 
sald act.” 

In forwarding a copy of this act, 
Mr. Savage comments thereon as fol- 


low®?: 

“That it is intended to destroy, and 
in my opinion destroys, no feature of 
the presént procedure under the Vroo- 
man Act in any respect, excepting that 
the pro amendment is intended 
to add, and in my opinion adds, thereto 
the following: 

“First—That it gives the property 
owner the right to be heard. a the 
Council power to grant relief in the 
case of hardshinos occasioned by front- 
foot asrersments. 

“Second—That it establishes as the 
foundation of all arsessments the 
principle of benefits, and enables the 
Council to adopt the district mode of 
aesessment by estimated benefits in 
cases of improvement of local benefit, 
where desirable. At present, this dis«- 
trict method can only be used in 
cases of more than local (general) 
benefit. 

“Third—It expressly states that it 
shall not be construed in an objec*ion- 
able manner in important particulars. 

‘Fourth—It prov @ method by 
which the city may be reimbursed for 
omy sums paid from the treasury: 
heretofore, it has been impracticable 
to make such payments even where 
necesrary, it being impossible to make 
such reimbursement. 

“Fifth—It makes the of 
procedure and the powers of the 
Counci] in levying new assessments 
{now provided for by section 9.) more 
certain, and also the right of the 
peorenty owner to be heard in 


regard. 

“Sixth—It provides proper notice 
and opportunity for the perty 
rd when nssescsments 
casting heavier burdens 


“Seventh—It provides against a 
second collection under the guise of 
new or additional assessments, of as- 
sessments once pald for the same 
work and improvement. 

“Independently of other considera- 
tions, I believe this amendment would 
make the Vrooman act more just and 
popular and liberal, and therefore more 
useful. Unless some such amendment 
be adopted, improvements of local 
benefit will be at a standstill or greatly 
embarrassed pending the decision of 
the United States Supreme Court re- 
versing or distinguishing Norwood vs. 
Baker (172. U. S., 269.) The city of Los 
Angeles, which is partly in my district, 
is especially interested because the 
Vrooman act is the only neral im- 
provement law in force, alosted pre- 
viously to its charter.” 

The chief evils of the Vrooman act 
are that, in the first place, it fre- 
quentiy works great injustice upon 
property owners by forcing upon them 
so-called “improvements” which are 
really a detriment to the property, or 
in other cases involve an expense far 
greater than the benefits received by 
the property on account of the improve- 
ment, and in the second place, that the 
interested property owners are not 
granted mufficient opportunity to pro- 
test against such hardships. The pro- 
posed amendment appears to cover 
these weak points ina satisfactory 
manner, and also some others that are 
found tn the act. It is high time that 
some change should be made in this 
law, or otherwise, as The Times has

GOVERNMENT LAND FOR SETTLE- 
MENT. 

Government land, that is not arid or 
hilly, is becoming so scarce that when- 
ever any is thrown open there is sure 
to be a big rush. Reference was re- 
cently made in these columns to the 
opening of the Algodonas land grant, 
a Mexican concession of 35,000 acres 
of rich land south of Yuma, which 
has reverted to the government, and 
will be thrown open to settlement on 
March 18 A rush is expected to the 
land office at Tucson on that date. 

Another tract which will shortly be 

to settlement is the Comanche- 

lowa reservation, in the Indian Ter- 

ritory. In regard to the method of 

homesteading land in these reserva- 

tions a correspondent writes as follows 
to The Times from Comanche, I. T.: 

“The applicant must first select the 
quarter section on which he intends to 
file and be eatiefied of true location 
and description. He should then go 
to the proper land office and file appli- 
cation, stating bis name, residence 
and postoffice address, and giving a 
general description of the land. This 
application must be accompanied by 
the affidavit of the applicant setting 
forth (1) that he is not the proprietor 
of more than 160 acree of land in any 
State or Territory: (2) that he is a citi- 
gen of the United States or that be has 
filed his declaration of intention to be- 
come euch; (3) that he is more than 21 
years of age or if under that age that 
he ia the head of a family; (4) that the 
application is made in good faith and 
for the purpose of settlement, and that 
he is not acting as agent for any other 
person or corporation; (5) that since 
August 30, 18990, he has not entered a 
trect of land agricultural in character, 
which with the tract applied for would 
make more than 320 acres; (6) that he 
has not hitherto had the benefit of the 
homestead laws. This application 
must be made in person. After mak- 
ing application the applicant is al- 
lowed six months in which to estab- 
lish his residence. 

“I'nion soldiers. their widows and 
minor orphan children may initiate 
homestead right without being present 
at the opening. They may file a 
declaratory statement, which entitles 
them to enter within six months from 
the date of filing.”

STATE REPORT ON THE MOTHER- 
LODE REGION. 


@— 


Good Work Being Done in the Ballarat 
Region—Utah’s Highland Boy—Arizona 
Properties—Big Deal in New Mexico— 


The California State Mining Bureau 
has issued Bulletin No, 18, being a re- 
port of an investigation made by W. 
H. Storms, of the mines in the mother- 
lode region of California. The report 
deals only with some of the principal 
mines in El Dorado, Amador, Cala- 
veras, Tuolumne and Mariposa counties, 
Although no report has been issued by 
the State regarding the progress of 
work In the counties along the gold beit 
since 1896, and for that reason, if for 
no other, makes the one just issued of 
some Value, it ie to be regretted that 
Mr. Storms was not detailed to make 
an investigation of the mines being 
operated in the southern portion of the 
State. Much that would be new and 
valuable could be told of them by one 
capable of making an intelligent report 
on them; to the present time the mines 
of this southern portion of California 
have been neglected by the State gov- 
ernment. 


BALLARAT MINES. 
Reports from the Ballarat region, in 


}the southern portion of Inyo county, 


fm thig State, tell of a large amount of 
work being done in milling and in open- 
ing new properties. At the Mineral 
Hiil and Oh Be Joytul mines good ore 
is being taken out, but as a heavy frcst 
caused the bursting of the water pipe 
in many places, work at the mill of the 
latter h to be stopped fora time. 

It is stated that the stockholders in 
the Ratcliff mine have settled their dif- 
ferences, and that work at the mine 
will be resumed. The Ratcliff is one of 
the best-appointed properties in the dis- 
trict, and has been a good producer, 
but trouble between the stockholders 
has prevented the mine being advan- 
tageously worked. ‘ 

At the World Beater a 200-foot tunnel 
is being run to cut the ledge at depth.

ARIZONA MINES. 


The Mohave County Miner of King- 
man, says the Occident mine at White 
Hills, Mohave county, is showing won- 
derful ore near the 800-foot level.

Although water was 
struck at the 700-foot level, there has 
been no change in the character of the 
ore, it still retaining its chioride char- 
acter. The mine now produces 2000 
gallons of water daily, and the flow is 
increasing very slowly.

I noticed in go- 
ing through the Chino ranch two weeks 
ago that an unusually large area of 
the land is going into grain, which 
would give color to Mr. Hansen's 
statements as applied to Chino as to 
Orange county. There must be an im- 
mense profit in sugar making. Few of 
our readers are aware of the extent of 
beet-sugar making. Factories are now 
almost countless, and a large number 
of them are the property of the own- 
ers * of the Chino factory. This 
explains the possibility  al- 
lowing hundreds of thousands of dollars 
to lle idly invested at Chino. It is 
made good by profits in other places 
where climatic disadvantages have not 
been experienced, or the factories have 
been able to make lower contracts 
with the growers. The beet growers 
will never know the possibilities of 
improvement till they organize a pro- 
tective association with power enough 
to require better terms of the sugar 
makers. In several places in the East 
the farmers have organized beet-su- 
gar factories of their own on the co- 
operative plan. The Beet Sugar Gazette 
has much to say of «hese codperative 
institutions. 

Bee Men Rejoice. 

I sat near a trio of bee growers on 
the cars on my last trip in the coun- 
try. They were en route to Los Ange- 
les to replenish their apiary supplies 
for the great season before them. 
One of them told his companions of a 
purchase he made last summer, invoiv- 
ing the possession of a large number 
of colonies of bees for a small consid- 
eration. He paid $30 for the outfit, 
now worth literally hundreds of dol- 
lars, he said. The crowd wes to take 
in the theater—a prospect that caused 
the other passengers to smile, for the 
bee men have not been dissipating that 
way of late. Unfortunately the train 
stuck in @ washout and did not get into 
town till after the entertainments 
were over. Let us rejoice with the bee 
growers, for nothing now can prevent 
a prosperous season for them. Many 
a small cafion and many a rural district 
will again become the happy home of 
the bee keeper or the grain farmer. 
Dozens of district schoolshouses will 
next fall be opened to the patter of 
the feet of children that have been 
abandoned for want of a quorum. 
These, and the fact that the irrigated 
districts have made great progress in 
spite of the dry seasons, give assur- 
ance of bright times for Southern 
California all along the line. 

Fly Time in Florida. 

After all, a Californian had to go to 
Florida to stir the orange growers up 
on the subject of fumigation. Prof. C. 
W. Woodworth of this State is lectur- 
ing thie winter in the orange counties 
upon the best methods of ridding or- 
chard trees of insect pests. The grow- 
ers there knew but little about the 
cyanide process of fumigation, and 
were greatly enthused over California 
methods as described by the professor. 
In one of the meetings the fact came 
out that the Florida growers were 
attempting to stamp out the white fly 
by pulling all the leaves from their 
trees. When they became aware of a 
better way to kill the fly they eagerly 
took up with it, and now the people 
of Lake City are to ask the County 
Commissioners to levy a tax upon the 
orchards to pay for a general clean-up 
through the cyanide process. It is ap- 
parent from these Florida reports 
that the white 
dreadful pest there, and the orange 
growers should look gut for it. The 
English sparrow has not reached this 
coast because of the impossibility of 
the bird's getting across the plains 
alive, even in a freight car—the only 
advantage I have heard of in the slow 
freights the deciduous growers of the 
north are complaining of. If some 
foolish scientist does not import «@ 
pair of birdje or bring over their eggs 
we may look for immunity from this 
great pest for all time. But the 
Florida fly could make the journey in 
a freight car easily and it might 
prove the Waterloo of the citrus-fruit 
industry. How would you like to find 
that you couldn't exterminate this fly 
with cyanide, should it get here, and 

ve to go picking about for its eges 
with a microscope in your eye like 
the citizens of the “Bay State’ have 
been doing for years to destroy the 
gypsy moth? Better follow the lead 
of San Bernardino or Riverside county 
and prevent its introduction. 


New Veriety of Hops. ' 

The Times has received a few dozen 
roots of the hop plant referred to 
in a recent issue as imported by the 
Agricultural Department for experi- 
mentation The. present administra- 
tion of that department has been very 
successful in the introduction of new 
plants for the production of fruit, 
cereals, fibers and forage, and the 
new hop may prove of value along 
with the other importations. The 
hop plants have been placed under 
good care by The Times, and reports 
will be made upon the success of the 
variety at the proper time. If it suc- 
ceeds in this climate it will be in de- 
mand by the coast, growers, for it is 
khown to bear early from planting 
and to continue in fruit longer than 
the common varieties. 
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The rainy season has brought with 
it the hope of a better and cheaper 
milk supply, and these who have not 
altogether discontinued the breeding 
of Jersey and other good housshold 
and dairy cows should renew their 
interest im that ling. -Simce the ad- 
vent of the dry seasons it has been 
néticed that the town dairy wogons 
ranged farther into the country, and 
that the entire disappearance of the 
family cow was at hand. But the 
prospect of abundant and cheap feed 
has chonged the features of the milk 
problem. Jersey cows of merit, but 
of ordinary purity of blood, were sell- 
ing before the rains for, say, $50 each, 
indiceting that the supply of geod cows 
is almost exhausted. Aifew good 
stock breeders in each section could 
make money by engaging to bring 
back the cows to the farms of #outh- 
ern California, and I belleve they will 
undertake to resupply the country. It 


would require. mwilés of driving in 


family cow, and a large number of 
dollars to become the owner of the 
cow when found. It is safe to as- 
sume that the forage supplies shall 
never run so low again that every 
family in good circumstances cannot 
afford its own cow. 


Benefits from the Rains. 


Reports from the foothill regions show 
that a foot and a half of rainfall has 
been received in the most favored 
places. The precipitation hag been 
nearly uniform, and it is safe to say 
that the soll has been thoroughly sat- 
urated, I heard that one rancher in 
making an excavation found the ground 
wet at a distance of thirty feet below 
the surface. The importance of this 
from the citrus growers’ view is not a!- 
together in his surcease from winter ir- 
rigation and the fact that he will be 
exempt from heavy irrigation expenses 
for at least two summers. He finds con- 
solation in the fact that the rain has 
done for the soil a work that nothing 
else could do. With an assurance of 
deep supplies of moisture to oper- 
ate by capillary attraction toward 
the surface, he will have but little 
trouble with hardpanning, even where 
the ordinary means of cultivationare de- 
pended on. If this gives relief from 
puffing, as many practical growers an- 
ticipate, the rainfall has done a double 
favor to the coming crop. It sounds 
strange, but most reassuring, to call the 
rain record’ in feet, but the rainy 
season is only a little over half gone, 
and we may look for more to follow, 


Lively Times for Shippers. 

The rains have delayed orange ship- 
ping at least a week, although many 
houses had a supply in store sufficient 
to keep the packers busy for the first 
two or three rainy days. This delay 
will help the growers, ‘whose fruit is in 
prime condition, and injure those whose 
fruit would have carried fairly well one 
week ago. Yesterday wes very favor- 
able to the rapid drying of the fruit, 
but the greatest difficulty is in the soft- 
ness of the ground. Rather than delay 
the shipping, however, mang growers 
will contrive some means of getting the 
field boxes to the wagon, in some cases 
sledding them out to the driveway in 
emall loads. By the use of dry brushing 
the fruit may be packed with more 
safety than by the old method of put- 
ting the fruit into the boxes without 
brushing. Many packers with light 
quantities on hand will take their own 
time to ship theif fruit, but the ma- 
jority must rush things, as ft will re- 
quire every working day at the full 
capacity of the packing-house to put

FRUIT INTERESTS. 


HE orange growers of California 
do not realize the difference in 
their varieties, methods of culture, 
of fighting disease and of caring for 
the fruit after it is raised as compared 
with Florida methods. The following 
item from the Agriculturist will give 
them an idea of the way citrus fruit 
culture is too often handled in Florida: 
“In the evil times upon which the or- 
ange has fallen during late years, 
growing whenever it could ‘catch as 
catch can,” some growers, will be 
tempted to let the sprouts grow up for 
what they are worth as seedlings, not 
taking the trouble to bud them. This 
is a mistake, if one expects to stay 
there and raise oranges at all.”~A 
budded tree will bear enough sooner to 
repay the labor of budding several 
times over. Budded fruit has a finer 
and smoother skin, a closer cellular 
tissue. They are more compact and 
hedvier, and have fewer seeds and less 
‘rag’ than the seedlings. The buds 
come into bearing much earlier, and 
are more prolific and more certain to 
bear every year. More trees can be 
grown per acre and the fruit is easier 
to gather. It is superior in every par- 
ticular, and brings higher prices. 
Finally, the budded tree on sour or tri- 
foliata stock is seldom attacked by rot, 
to which every sweet root is liable.”

Look Out for the White Fly, 

The following resolutions were unan- 
imously passed by the Riverside Board 
of Horticultural Commissioners, and 
incorporated with existing rules and 
regulations, to be known as rule No. 
ll, says the Press: 

“Whereas, the ravages of the insect 
known as the white fly, Aleyrodes citri, 
are causing great loss to the growers 
of citrus fruits of the States of Florida 
and Louisiana; and, whereas, the na- 
ture of this pest is such (it being a 
winged insect) that should it be intro- 
duced into our State, it would be al- 
most impossibie and very difficult to 
control; and, whereas, from the most 
authentic sources, we are informed 
that this pest is distributed over al- 
most the emfire area of the citrus 
growing portions of the States of Flor- 
ida and Louisiana; therefore, be it 

‘Resolved, that we quarantine against 
and prohibit the importation into Riv- 
erside county of citrus nurgery stock 
of any kind whatsoever from the above 
named States; and that this rule shall 
be in full force and effect from this 
date until such time as the commis- 
sion shall become satisfied that the 
pest has been exterminated in the 
States aforesaid, or until otherwise 
modified or emended.

Frost-fighting Device. 

The recent “cold spell” gave to the 
managers of the Linm-onelra lemon or- 
chards the long-iooked-for opportunity 
to test in a practical way the value of 
artificial heat as a preventive of dam- 
age by frost. Following the freeze of 
two years ago they procured and hung 
at convenient places throughout their 
orchards some 6000 tron baskets, in 
each of which was placed a smal! quan- 
tity of coal, with kindling enough to 
ignite it. Many doubted the efficacy of 
the arrangement, and argued that fires 
euch as could be handied in these 
baskets would have no appreciable in- 
fluence on the temperature. A test, 
however, demonstrates beyond ques- 
tion that it wil The two cold nights 
of last week afforded an opportunity to 
test the matter. Thermometers were 
hung at different places throughout 
the orchard, and at eligible locations 
near by, where, except for the artificial 
heat, the temperature would *be the 
game. As the mercury drew near the 
freezing point, some 3000 fires were 
started in the baskets, and close watch 
kept to note the influence of the same 
on the thermometers. The fires burned 
as nicely as could be desired, and were 
maintained under perfect control. The 
temperature in the orchard as marked 
by the thermometers, was raised 8 and 
10 deg., and held there at the will of 
the operators. Although frost was 
found in adjoining fields, and uni- 
formly throughout the neighborhood, 
none whatever occurrec among the or- 
chards experimented upon. The~man- 
ager of the Limoneira expresses the 
opinion that by using the coal baskets 
for generating heat he ean take the 
orchard safely through a night with 
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Prices for Tomatoes. 


HB members of the Tomato Grow- 
3} ers’ Association of Ohto, Indiana 
and Kentucky have agreed upon 
the contract price for tomatoes during 
the 1901 season. The new price agreed 
upon is 26 cents per bushel for city, 
and 22 cents per bushel for country 
cannere.

gave out the word that all were united 
in the demand for 26 cents per bushel. | 
The canners have declined to confer 
with the growers, and just what action 
they will take with reference to the 
latest contract price agreed on by the 
latter is a matter of conjecture.—[{The 
American Packer.

Znaim is a thriving Austrian town 
about one hour’s ride by rail north of 
Vienna. The place is known all over 
Austria and Germany through the 
enormous quantity of cucumber pickles 
which it exports. Several thousand 
citizens find in the culture of the so- 
called “Znaim”" cucumber one of their 
princi occupations. In a single sea- 
son cucUmbers to the value of $480,000 
have been sold ffom the place. 

This culture is an illustration, of 
which there are many in these old Eu- 
ropean countries, of the gradual devel- 
opment of certain special crops and the 
building up of small paying industries. 
such as it is the aim of the section of 
seed and pliant introduction to foster. 
The writer was unable to visit Znaim, 
but the following facts, taken from a 
small brochure by Dr. L Zawodny, 
may be relied on: 

The Znaim cucumber is a variety of 
Cucumis sativus and belongs to the 
field-cucumber class., The seeds of this 
variety were brought to Znaim by a 
certain Andreas Lutz, servant of one 
of the Moravian princes. They are re- 
ported to have been introduced over 
one hundred years ago, and to have 
come from the south (or Ortent.) The 
seeds were distributed throughout the 
county of Znaim, and from that early 
date the culture of this cucumber has 
been a lucrative one. 

The statistics show that, while in 
1885 only 919 acres were devoted to 
cucumbers in the neighborhood of 
Znaim, in 1895 there were fully 2000 
acres of the vegetable. The yield in 
1885 was more than 150,000,000 cucum- 
bers, while in 1895 it reached the max- 
imum production of over 336,000,000. In 
the last ten years the acreage has more 
than doubled. The average annual 
yield per acre has been about 165,000 
cucumbers.—{Fiorida Agriculturist. 


Uses for Sunflowers. 


Prof. Wiley, chemist for the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has been making 
experiments with sunflower raising 
with a view to introducing the oll of 
that plant into America as it is used 
in Russia. 

“For its sweetness and palatability,” 
says Prof. Wiley, “ft is well suited to 
table use, and more nearly than any 
other known vegetable has the gens 
eral properties of the oll of the olive.” 

Abroad, more especially in Russia, 
the plant is of great economic impor- 
tance, its seeds being eaten in im- 
mense quantities, raw roasted, as pea- 
nute are in America, while the oil, ob- 
tained bv pressing the seeds, is widely 
used as an article of diet; besides, the 
stalks and oil cake make excellent fod- 
der, the leaves are employed as a sub- 
stitute for tobacco, and the fiber of the 
stalks has a high value. 

“Between 1830 and 1840 sunflower oll 
began to be manufactured on a com- 
mercial scale in the southern provinces 
of Russia, and since that time a series 
of important industries, based on the 
production of oil and of) cake, has been 
developed there,” says Prof. Wiley. ‘Tt 
is used for woolen dressing, lighting 
and candle and soap making. For the 
last-mentioned purpose it is superior to 
most oils. 

“There are many varieties of sun- 
flower in Russia, and quantities of 
them are eaten raw. In palatability 
wholesomeness they are quite 
equal, if not superior, to peanuts of 
this country. The stalks, straw and 
chaff of the plant are highly prized for 
fuel, furnishing in some parts of the 
empire almost the only fuel employed. 
The plants used for ornamental pur- 
poses in this country are nearly all of 
the Russian variety and average fully 
six feet. The largest plant which has 
been described grew in Washington 
during the summer of 1897. The cir- 
cumference of the stalk of this plant 
at the surface of the ground was eight 
inches, showing a diameter of almost 
three inches. The extreme height was 
twelve feet and six inches.”

Education in Grass Growing. 

The following from the New York 
Tribune will remind readers of The 
Times of the experiments with grasses 
at Garvanza, done under direction of 
the Connecticut specialist. We pre- 
sume Mr. Clark would furnish infor- 
mation on this important subject out 
here as willingly as to others: 

“All readers of this department are 
well acquainted with George M. Clark, 
the ‘grass king,’ of Higginum, Ct. He 
has prepared a circular, containing a 
record of his practice and experience 
in raising large crops of hay, which 
he will send to any reader of the 
Tribune who will send him a postage 
stamp. Mr. Clark has been writing 
for many years with the sole purpose 
of educating American farmers. The 
value of the grass cron of the United 
States is enormous: if it can be in- 
creased, even a small percentage, with- 
out increasing the number of acres 
the added wealth of the nation cannot 
be estimated easily.’ 


More Evidence, 


{Orange County WHerald:) There 
seems to be no end to the possibilities 
of securing testimony from competent 
authorities that the course adopted by 
the Trustees of this city in ordering 
out 8trade trees on\account of the sewer 
is not only unprecedented, but unwar- 
ranted.

ery joint, with a good bedding for ev- 
ery joint there has been and will be 
no trouble With the thought in mind 
just how municipalities are compelled 
to do their work vou cannot throw the 
whole responsibility upon the engineer, 
for this kind of thing. but the broad 
fact remainge that there ts absolutely 
no necessity for the difficulties with 
the tree roots, and_the bad joints. and 
that if a city through careleseness or 


make the adjoining property owners 
‘pay the freight,’ and lose that which 
to them and the city is a substantial 
improvement. In engineering as in 
other things what is unjust can never 
be right, and there must some 
other and better solution of this mat- 
ter. Anything that affects Santa Ana 
interests me, and the rapid strides the 
town is making please me, and I dis- 
like to think that anything is Inter- 
fering with your continued prosperity.

Sugar Beets, 

[Anaheim Gazette:] Senator Jones 

begun the distribution of beet seed 

to farmers. A day or two ago he dis- 
tributed 7000 pounds in one day at 
Loara Station. Seed is also being dis- 
tributed at Buena Park, Compton, 
Florence, Norwalk and Long Beach. 
The Senator has accepted 3500 acres 
for beets in these several localities, and 
has applications on file for 1500 acres 
more. The rains have been of suffi- 
cient volume to warrant extensive 
seeding operations, and during the 
week thousands of acres have been 
planted. The Senator thinks that at 
least 2500 acres will be set to beets in 
the vicinity of Anaheim. 

The contract price this year is $4.25 
for beets of 15 per cent. sugar, with 
freight paid to the factory by the 
sugar company. This is a substantial 
advance over the old rate of $3.50 for 
beets of 12 per cent., with an addition 
of 25 cents for each per cent. above 
that figure. 

Farmers will this year receive $4.25 
for their beets of any saccharine con- 
tent up to 15 per cent., and an advance 
of 25 cents for each additional per cent. 

It is estimated that from 10,000 to 12,. 
000 acres of beets will be planted for 
the Los Alamitos factory. Seeding 
operations have already begun. 


POULTRY. 


T 18 stoutly asserted by noted 

money getters that anybody can 

make wealth, but that few can save 
it. If one were to no expense whatever 
and were to have remunerative employ- 
ment right along, certainly his wage 
would finally pile up to a good round 
height. 

Just in proportion, therefore, as 
one’s expenditures are increased or 
decreased will the net proceeds of one's 
labor go up or down. It is the duty 
of every one to inquire into this mat- 
ter of outgoes and incomes, often bal- 
ance accounts to see how he stands, 
to know whether the game he is play- 
ing with the business world is a paying 
or a losing one. I think no one will 
deny this. 

To no other business with which I 
am acquainted will this book-keep\ng 
policy apply more appropriately than 
to that of poultry farming. The reason 
must be obvious; there are so many 
places where leakage will occur if not 
watched closely. Sometimes these 
places are obscure and the farmer of 
fowls is liable to overlook them when 
. little attention would prevent the 
oss, 

One of the commonest leaks is the 

well nigh 


drone hen—the one that is 
barren. Every flock has from three to 
four to a score of these leeches on 
the body poultry. They eat and become 
fat—just right for the market or home 
roast. They occupy roost room and 
the yard room needed by the workers, 
and add so much to the work of the 
janitor. Often these old eaters are 
kept year after year—doubtless the 
keeper hoping that someth! will 
cause them some time during bis day 


and generation to give birth to an 
ege or two, or begin to behave Itke 
other hens. 


Another big leakage, and quite as 
common as the other, is the herd of 
cockerels that are permitted to forage 
on the breeder’s pocketbook without 
stint or stay. Some one kept over in 
the belief that this one is going to de- 
velop into something great, after all, 
and that one will be a smasher if only 
he puts on a good tail. Thus a score 
or a hundred, as the case may be, are 
held from the market and, allowed to 
prey upon the rightful spoils of the 
culture. Really this is a greater leak 
than the other. Unless the covckere! 
evidence of high 
merit when very young, he shoul 
sold.—[California Cultivator. 


STOCK AND DAIRY. 
Export Precautions. 


Very few people realize the amount 
of care taken by the United States 
government in regard to the cattle 
exported from this country. First, a 
record is made of each animal, as to 
by whom fed and who shipped it, also 
route and number of each car in which 
it was transpo by any of the own- 
ers who may have handled it from the 
ranch to the steamer. Then it is given 
a tag with a number corresponding to 
the one wader which its history can 
be found. Before the tag is put on, we 
will say at Chicago or Kansas City, it 
is inspected by a government inspe:tor 
to see that it is sound and free from 
disease. It can go but a certain dis- 
tance or time without being unloaded, 
usually at Buffalo or Pittsburgh, to be 
given food and water, and there it 
passes another inspection, and every 
animal must correspond with the re- 
ports received from the first inspector 
and tags are verified. Only in twins 
too much alike to be distinguished 
would it be easy to transfer a tag from 
one animal to another. Arriving at 
New York, Boston or other shipping 
point there is another inspector to see 
that all are right before going on 
board, and a brulse or lameness result- 
ing from transportation may cause it 
to be rejected even at the wharf. If 
a jag is lost the missing number can 
be ascertained. Then they must rest 
twelve hours before going onto the 
steamer, and they are the last part of 
the cargo to be put on. Thus they are 
three times inspected, and during en- 
tire transit they are not allowed to 
mingle with animals that have not 
passed inspection, or to come in :on- 
tact with such, or to enter any car, 
yard or stable which has not been 
cleansed and well disinfected since any 
cattie were in it that did not show a 
clean bill of health. Even the amount 
of food and water to be carried for 
each animal is specified by law, and 
the number of them that one man must 
care for and the space allowed to each 
animal, as also that a certain part of 
the feeders must be experienced in the 
business. Thus losses are kept below 
1 per cent. from all causes in all classes.

A steam hoisting 
plant was installed, fo facilitate work, 
and other improvements made. Old 
miners pretend to know that there is 
a parallel lead of ore with that of the 
old one fully as large and rich as that 
taken out years ago. The Juno is soon 
to have another working. 

There is quite a revival of mining 
at Layne Springs. <A few important 
discoveries have been made, and one or 
two mining sales have marked the ex- 
citement. Thomas McMahon has 
bonded his mine to Greely Clack for 
a large amount, and the new owner 
will immediately begin development. 

Signal, which, at one time, was the 
banner silver mining camp of Mohave 
county, but for several years past lying 
idle, is on the eve of a stirring boom 
over some new and old mines worked 
by new men and new capital. In its 
initial period, the camp and district 
produced large quanities of rich silver 
ore, but with the decline of silver bul- 
lion the mines closed down and pros- 
pecting stopped.

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA. 


Gifts to Send Lick Observatory Ex- 

peditions to Southern Hemisphere and 

Sumatra to Study Stars and Sun. 
(SPECIAL “CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 
Feb. 2.—Prof. Simon Newcomb, one of 
the most distinguished of American 
scientists, in a recent article says: 
“The success of the Lick Observatory 
must be regarded as one of the most 
extraordinary developments of our 
time. The number of men among us 
who have acquired the highest distinc- 
tion In astronomy is greater than in 
any other country. Two American in- 
stitutions—the Harvard Observatory 
and the Lick Observatory—have almost 
put a new face on astronomical sci- 
ence. 

“The most epoch-making work of the 
Lick Observatory is due in recent 
years to Campbell by measurements 
of the motion of stars in the line of 
sight with the spectroscope. Armed 
with the best spectrograph that human 
art could make, the gift of D. O. Millis, 
Campbell has brought into these 
measurements a degree of 
never before reached.” 

It is to continue this study of bright 
stars around which revolve invisible 
bodies sometimes almost as massive as 
the star itself, that D. O. Mills has 
given $24,000 to the ‘university. An 
expedition will be sent to the southern 
hemisphere for two years’ work. 

Adsistant Astronomer C. D. Perrine 
has been placed in charge of the Lick 
expedition which the university will 
send, through the bounty of William 
H. Crocker of San Francisco, to Su- 
matra to observe the total eclipse of 
the sun. Ralph H. Curties of Red- 
lands, now assistant in the student ob- 
servatory at Berkeley, will be Mr. Per- 
rine’s assistant. 
| The National Academy of Sciences 
has made a grant to the university 
from the Draper fund for the promo-

ENSATIONAL TRAGEDY 
AT MONTECITO. 


FREDERICK HAMSCH CRAZED BY 
HIS WIFE’S SUICIDE. 


Young Woman of Immense Wealth 
and Titled Lineage Shoots Hersel1— 
Was Divorced Wife of Commodore 
Count Ritter of German Navy. 


SANTA BARBARA, Feb. 7.—({Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] The suicide of 
Mrs. Frederick Hamsch, formerly 
known as the Countess Ritter, has 
made a raving maniac of her husband 
and created a sensation which will be 
felt half way round the world. 

The tragedy occurred at Stone Henge, 
the home of Mr. and Mrs. Hamsch, In 
the Montecito Valley, about 10 o'clock 
last night. Only the servants and a 
small party who had been entertained 
at dinner were in the ‘house at the 
time. 

After dinner the party engaged at 
cards. About 9:4 o'clock Mrs. 
Hamsch, who had been suffering from 
neuralgia, excused herself to retire. 
The gentlemen continyed at the cards 
for a few minutes, when they were 
Startled by the report of a pistol. 
Hurrying upstairs they found Mrs. 
Hamsch on the floor of her room with 
a bullet wound through her temples. 
She had shoi herself. The bullet had 
passed entirely through her head and 
lay on the bed a lew feet distant. 
had evidently been standing when 
shot was fired and had not removed 
the tea gown which she bed worn dur- 
ing the evening. 

Life was extinct a few moments 
after the fatal shot was fired. When 
the bereaved husband saw his wife's 
life’s blood ebbing away he tried to 
seize the revolver with which she had 
shot herself, with the purpose of using 
the weapon to end his own existence. 
His friends, however, interposed and 
succeeded in preventing hini from 
harming himself, but he has been de- 
lirious with grief ever since, and fears 
are entertained that his mind will re- 
main permanently impaired from the 
shock. Dre. C. Park and Harold 
Sidebetham are in constant attend- 
ance on the stricken man and are do- 
ing all them can to restore him to rea- 
son. 

The Coroner held an inquest over the 
remains of the unfortunate woman a 
few hours after her death, and the 
jury returned a verdict of suicide, stat- 
ing that the act was committed while 
the woman was from tem- 
porary insanity. 

The weapon used was a small 32- 
caliber revolver, the muzzle of which 
she had pressed against her right tem- 
ple while standing in front of her bed. 
She fell where she stood and the pis- 
tol wae found close beside her. 

Mrs. Hamsch was born twenty-seven 
years ago in Dresden, Germany. Her 
father was a wealthy banker, Baron 
Myer, who was af Jewish descent. The 
mother was Miss Watson, an English 
lady of noble birth, and the Baron's 
second wife. The family lived for a 
time in England, where they went wn- 
der the name of Myer-Watson. Baron 
Myer-Watson, @ brother of the dead 
lady, lives in England at present. 

ess Josephine became the wife 
of Commodore Count Ritter of the 
German navy, from whom she was di- 
vorced in 1899. The Countess came to 
Southern California a few years ago 
and took a place in Montecito, where 
she lived in luxury. Though the arms 
of society were extended to her, she 
remained aloof and much alone. She 
could not be induted to become en- 
thusiastically American, and longed 
for the German letters, which always 
seemed to bring her happiness. 

After spending some time at Monte- 
cito she returned to Europe. There 
was considerable stir in social circles 
here last year when it was learned 
that the Countess was returning to 
Montecito as Mrs. Hamsch. 

Mr. Hamsch is a New Yorker by 
birth and of German descent. He mar- 
ried the Countess about two years ago. 
Formerly he was in the employ of 
Cooley & Stokes on Wall street. Be- 
fore coming here he resided at Staten 
Island. Being a well-met gentleman 
and a sportsman the family figured 
more in society. He is an enthusiastic 
member of the local polo club and a 
lover of golf. The last polo match 
here was for the Hamech cups. 

After again settling in Montecito the 
same lavish expenditure of money 
went on. It is said that the Coun- 
tess’s income was above $30,000 per 
year. Some estimate her income as 
high as $75,000. Whatever the correct 
amount, it was sufficient to permit her 
and her husband to live in splendor 
surrounded by all the luxuries that 
money could buy. Mrs. Hamsch main- 
tained a private race course and stable 
of thoroughbred horses at Montecito, 
some of the animals costing as much 
ae $3000 to $4000. 

No reason for her suicide has been 
suggested, other than that given by 
the Coroner’s jury—temporary insan- 
ity. Apparently she Nyed happily with 
her husband, and thfre was nothing 
to distract her mind, unless it was 
brooding over her former domestic 
troubles, her divorce from Count Von 
Ritter, it being alleged, having been 
due to a scandal of some proportions 
which was the subject of gossip in 
high social circles in London and 
Dresden several years ago. 

COLLINS UNIDENTIFIED. 

The inquest today disclosed but lit- 
tle regarding the past life of Pat Col- 
lons, who was shot and killed last night 
by @ local officer. No scrap of paper 
that would identify him was to be 
found about his room, In a small 
note book the name William Hurst was 
written many times. A local ex-con- 
vict claims to have known him at San 
’ Quentin, where he was serving a term 
for burglary. He came here about a 
month ego, and was known as Pat Col. 
Jins. He was considered an expert 
gambler, but as he played a straight 
game he was admitted at all the re- 
sorts about town. He wae of an agree 
able disposition when sober, but when 
drinking was very sullen. When un- 
der the influence of liquor he would sit 
for hours by himself, brooding and 
mumbling as though in deep distress. 
He always had plenty of money, and 
put up at a respectable lodging-houre. 
About $60 and a watch and chain were 
found in his pockets and a smal) hand 
satchel was in his room.
